With mugs of beer and a few minutes of 
conversation, President Obama tried to pull 
himself and the nation beyond an uproar 
over race, sitting on his big back lawn with 
the black professor and the white policeman 
whose dispute had ignited a week of fierce 
debate. 

Obama hailed his meeting with professor 
Henry Louis Gates Jr. and policeman James 
Crowley as a “friendly, thoughtful conversa- 
tion.” 

Under the canopy of a magnolia tree 
Thursday evening, Obama joined the other 
players in a story that had knocked the 
White House off message: Harvard pro- 
fessor Gates and Cambridge, Mass., police 
sergeant James Crowley. Vice President Joe 
Biden also was with them on a Rose Garden 
patio. 

The men were seen chatting with one 
another, each with a mug of beer. The media 
were stationed far away, out of earshot. 

Although Obama had invited Crowley and 
Gates as part of what he called a “teachable 
moment” for the nation, it wasn’t quite reach- 
able for the masses. 

The coverage allowed the public to get 
the we’ve-come-together photos and video 
footage that the White House wanted, 
while keeping the discussion private among 


the men. 

Crowley and Gates, in dark suits for the 
highly anticipated meeting, seemed more for- 
mal than Obama and Biden, who had ditched 
their coats in the early evening. The president 
nibbled on snacks and was seen laughing at 
one point. 

The media were escorted away after rough- 
ly two minutes. 

A short time earlier from the Oval Office, 


Obama had done what his aides had been 
doing for days: lowering expectations. 

“I noticed this has been called the ‘Beer 
Summit.’ It’s a clever term, but this is not a 
summit, guys,” Obama told reporters. 

“This is three folks having a drink at the 
end of the day and hopefully giving people 
an opportunity to listen to each other. And 
that’s really all it is. This is not a university 
seminar.”

Kathleen Byrnes and Justin Choi, a married 
couple attending medical school at Tulane 
University, say $40 is just too much to fork 
over for a Nintendo Wii game they might not 
enjoy They haven’t bought one since last fall, 
when they picked up “Star Wars: The Force 
Unleashed.” 

Since then? “Nothing really interesting came 
out,” said Byrnes, 23. 

Their reluctance helps explain why this is 
a rough summer for the video game business. 
More people than ever are playing the games, 
but it’s been a while since a blockbuster title 
arrived. Consumers are watching their money 
more closely in the recession and managing to 
resist games that can cost $60. 

The trends came into focus Thursday as Sony 
and Nintendo each reported console sales are 
dropping. Sony posted a loss for the April-June 
quarter, while Nintendo revealed a large drop 
in its profit. The Microsoft division that makes 
the Xbox 360 said last week it lost money in the 
last quarter too. 

“The health of the industry is terrible,” said 
Wedbush Morgan analyst 
Michael Pachter. 

The good news for 
gamers is that con- 
sole prices likely will 
have to come down, 
though none have 
budged yet. 

Byrnes and Choi 
might spring for the 
$50 “Wii Sports 
Resort.” In gen- 
eral, though, they 
remain cautious. 

They own seven 
games for their Wii, 
and say they were 
disappointed with 
about half of them. 

“With that kind of a 
track record,” said Choi, 
who is 25, “we are not 
about to take more 
chances on future 
titles.”

Cute boys galore— online

As spring broke, the guys were suddenly everywhere. 
Smiling behind the Whole Foods cheese counter. 
Slipping inside the Inner Town Pub. 

So Sarah Rodriguez, 24, and Cara Higgins, 25, decid- 
ed to dedicate a blog to them: cutechicagoboys.com. 
The name pretty much says it all, although “boys” 
means men generally in their 20s and 30s. 

Rodriguez, a graphic and Web designer, and Higgins, 
who works at the River North restaurant Sunda— 
patrol the city for prospects, introducing their mission, 
interviewing the guy briefly and then posting a few 
photos and a mini-profile of him on their site. 
(Submissions are welcome too. Candidates must live 
in Chicago.) 

“We liked the term ‘cute’ because this site is not 
intended to be one of those ‘hot or not’ type of con- 
cepts,” said Higgins, who lives with Rodriguez in 
Logan Square. ‘A lot of someone’s cuteness is based on 
personality or style as well. Similarly we chose ‘boys’

to keep it kind of tongue-in-cheek. ‘Goodlookingand 
wellmanneredchicagomen.com’ didn’t seem like it 
could catch on.” 

A boy browser function permits visitors to search 
by intuitive categories such as “straight,” “gay” and 
“available,” as well as niche interests, such as “dodge- 
ball” and ‘Alabama.” 

The founders aren’t engineering hookups. A main 
goal is to let site visitors know what people are doing 
and where they’re going in the city 

One certified cute boy, Joe Michael Reyes, said the 
founders scouted him at the Pitchfork Music Festival. 
“I sent the link to my mom and she e-mailed it to my 
dad,” he said. “They started having a ‘See, I told you he 
got his looks from me!’ type of conversation.” 


The return of Bartman 


ESPN wants to get its mitt on that 
accidental icon of Cubs futility, Steve 
Bartman. 

The network has commissioned a 
one-hour documentary on Bartman, 
the Cubs fan whose attempt to catch 
a foul ball late in Game 6 of the 2003 
National League Championship Series 
turned into a fateful moment before 
the team lost to the Florida Marlins. 

The revisiting of the Bartman inci- 
dent and the subsequent media and fan 
frenzy will be part of ESPN’s “30 for 
30” series. Alex Gibney, writer-director 
of the Oscar-nominated “Enron: The 
Smartest Guys in the Room” and the 
Academy Award-winning “Taxi to the 
Dark Side,” will direct. 

ESPN indicated the documentary 
is likely to be empathetic, noting that 
Gibney will attempt to answer the 



question: Can Bartman ever forgive 
Chicago? 

As another piece in the “30 for 30” 
documentary series, Ron Shelton (“Bull 
Durham”) is examining basketball great 
Michael Jordan’s baseball sabbatical.

Victor Michael spent three months building 
a chicken coop behind his Naperville home, 
an unlikely spot for animals more often found 
on farms than in subdivisions. 

“I like to think of it as an economical and 
ecological minor contribution,” he said. “Fm 
basically doing it for eggs. ... I enjoy being able 
to say this comes from my backyard. I know 
where it was and where it’s going,” he said. 

He joins others in the city and surrounding 
areas in exploring backyard chicken coops for 
a variety of reasons, including environmental. 
It costs more to raise chickens than to buy 
eggs at a store, but there is satisfaction in 
knowing your food is chemical-free, say those 


who do it. Others simply raise chickens as a 
hobby, or form bonds with them as pets. 

Traci Torres operates mypetchicken.com, 
which offers chicks and supplies for chickens 
and backyard coops. She wouldn’ t share exact 
figures for her Norwalk, Conn., company, but 
she said sales have doubled year over year. 

These bits of barnyard are not without 
challenges— legal as well as noise and smell. 
Chickens sometimes cackle when they lay 
eggs, but even at maximum production, a hen 
will lay only one egg a day The smell can be 
curbed with regular cleaning, said Shawnecee 
Schneider, who along with her six roommates 
cares for n hens in their West Humboldt 


Park co-op house. 

Laws on raising chickens vary In Chicago, 
slaughtering chickens and keeping roosters 
is illegal, but backyard chicken coops are 
allowed, the mayor’s office said. Schneider 
said her landlord and neighbors don’t seem 
to mind her hens, and she often shares eggs 
with them. She had been a strict vegan until 
she tried her first egg from her own Chicago 
coop three years ago. 

“I’ve been hooked ever since,” said 
Schneider, a main grower at Green Youth 
Farm in North Lawndale. “Chickens are eas- 
ier than keeping a dog. You don’t get the com- 
panionship with chickens, but they’re cool.” 


City paints 
a gloomy 
picture of 
the budget 

Mayor Daley’s administration Thursday pre- 
dicted a gaping hole in next year’s budget that 
will eclipse the current financial problems— 
even after the city exhausts its brand-new 
$320 million rainy day fund. 

The anticipated $6.2 billion budget for next 
year could be more than half a billion dollars 
in the red because of plummeting tax collec- 
tions and rising wages that account for more 
than 80 percent of the city’s day-to-day spend- 
ing, said Chief Financial Officer Gene Saffold. 
He announced the gloomy prediction as Daley 
aides began briefing aldermen in anticipation of 
public hearings next month. 

Although higher taxes are “a last resort ... 
nothing is ruled out at this point,” Saffold said. 
“The mayor has instructed us not to look at 
property taxes as we move forward in 2010.” 

Daley has laid off city workers and pressured 
unions to take unpaid days off to save money 
this year, and both aldermen and outside bud- 
get experts predicted that personnel cuts were 
likely next year. The biggest chunk of increased 
spending next year will come from $117 million 
in higher wages, benefits and pension fund pay- 
ments to city workers, Saffold said. 


Davlantes 
out at NBC 

TV newscaster Anna 
Davlantes has left NBC. 

Her abrupt, immedi- 
ate exit was announced 
to staff in a two-sen- 
tence memo Thursday 
morning from Frank 
Whittaker, Channel 5’s 
station manager and vice 
president for news. The 
station had been trying to renew her contract. 

“Wk appreciate Anna’s contributions over 
the last nine years, and wish her the best in the 
future,” Whittaker wrote. 

Davlantes is just the latest anchor to leave 
the station in recent weeks. 

Bob Sirott, long expected to take over 
Warner Saunders’ 10 p.m. weeknight anchor 
chair, instead left Channel 5 last month, three 
weeks after Saunders’ retirement. 


Seafood store shut down 

Mayor Daleys Dumpster Task Force on 
Thursday closed Hong King Seafood City, 2120 
S. Archer Ave., due to mice infestation. Task 
Force investigators visited the store today 
to follow up on a complaint in the general 
area. Inspectors found more than 160 mice 
droppings, according to a news release from 
the Department of Streets and Sanitation. 

On Tuesday, the Dumpster Task Force closed 
Mayflower Foods, 2104 S. Archer Ave. 


Change of venue sought 

Drew Peterson’s attorneys filed a motion 
Thursday seeking a change of venue for their 
client. Defense attorney Joel Brodsky earlier 
had signaled his intention of doing either 
that or asking that jurors be selected from 
another county, arguing that widespread 
publicity would make it difficult for the former 
Bolingbrook police sergeant to get a fair trial. 
Prosecutors believe an impartial jury can be 
selected from Will County, a spokesman said. 


Man charged in baby’s death 

An estranged husband was charged Thursday 
with first-degree murder for allegedly kicking 
his wife atop a third-floor porch during a 
fight, causing her to lose hold of her newborn 
son, who then fell over a railing to his death, 
authorities said. Jason Range, 20, was arrested 
Wednesday by Chicago police at an office 
as he was picking up a certificate for taking 
an anger-management class, several law- 
enforcement sources said.

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Rock star 
robbers? 

Band of international jewel thieves 
branded heroes in native Serbia

BELGRADE, Serbia So let’s get this straight. A guy in 
the raspberry business from western Serbia smashes 
and grabs his way through a heist eight time zones 
away in Tokyo and scoots off with a $31 million 
necklace known as the Countess of Vendome. 

It happens. 

Djordjije Rasovic, a thief with brazen nerves, is 
part of an international Balkan crime gang known 
as the Pink Panthers. He and one of his accom- 
plices, Snowy, brought a bit of high jinks to a land 
haunted by war criminals and atrocities. 

The Panthers, a collection of 150 to 200 Balkan 
bad guys and a few women, have stolen about 
$140 million in jewelry and watches over the last 
decade from 100 luxury shops around the world, 
including boutiques in Paris, London, Monaco and 
Dubai, United Arab Emirates. 


DOUBLE LIVES 

Most of the Pink 
Panthers are Serbs, 
and the majority of 
them come from 
the city of Nis. The 
Panthers lead hid- 
den lives-working 
in hospitals, bars 
and restaurants, 
they’re summoned 
by messages to 
join comrades and 
hatch robberies 
on streets glow- 
ing with designer 
names.

They’re untailored and uncoiffed, preferring leather jackets and ball caps to 
cashmere and cufflinks, a kind of “Ocean’s 11” minus the panache. But they’re 
disciplined and fluent in many languages, and they strike with precision. 

Their heists usually clock in at 90 seconds, and when one of them is 
arrested, like, say, Rasovic, another takes his place in an organization. 

“They’ve become more than pure criminals, they’re heroes,” said Dragan 
Ilic, a morning radio talk show host in Belgrade, the Serbian capital. “They’re 
violent, but they haven’t killed anyone. It’s as if they’re saying, ‘We can beat 
the technologically superior West with our raw power and intelligence.’ 
They’re feeding the Western myth of the dark, tribal Balkans— these crimi- 
nals coming from those wars and woods.” 

According to police, Rasovic, the raspberry guy, ended up in the Ginza shop- 
ping district of Tokyo in 2004 with a forged passport and big ambitions. 

Police say Rasovic, Snowy (real name: SnezanaPanajotovic) and Alexander 
Radulovic had cased the Le Supre-Diamant Couture de Maki store, pre- 
tending to be buyers. On the day of the robbery, police say, Snowy waited 
outside while Rasovic and Radulovic entered the store. One of the robbers 


distracted a shop assistant; the other sprayed a second salesperson with pep- 
per spray Glass cases were smashed with a bar and the thieves disappeared 
with jewels, including the Countess ofVendome necklace, which is studded 
with 115 diamonds and has a 125-carat oval center. 

Rasovic was sentenced to 6 A years in 2005 for the heist, but he, Snowy 
and Radulovic have won an appeal for a new trial. Snowy said she knew noth- 
ing of the crime and Rasovic testified that he was paid $100,000 to stage a 
robbery and “the Japanese are the real thieves,” said a Serbian law enforce- 
ment official who asked not to be named. Rasovic’s defense suggested the 
robbery was an inside job arranged to collect insurance money 

Some suggest the Panthers work for the Italian or Russian mafias. The 
Serbian official believes the Pink Panthers maybe controlled by larger forc- 
es: “These criminals are from small provincial towns in Serbia. You need big 
money for these kinds of crimes, and they aim for the most expensive jewels 
on the planet. In my opinion, they’re pawns and stool pigeons.” 

The Countess ofVendome has not been found.

Members of the country’s oldest black sorority are 
suing to remove their president, alleging that she spent 
hundreds of thousands of dollars of the group’s money 
on herself— some of it to pay for a wax statue in her 
own likeness. 

In the suit filed in Washington, D.C., the Alpha Kappa 
Alpha members also alleged that International President 
Barbara McKinzie bought designer clothing, jewelry and 
lingerie with the sorority credit card. She then redeemed 
points the purchases earned on the card to buy a big- 
screen TV and gym equipment, the lawsuit said. 

“This is extraordinarily shocking if not illegal con- 
duct,” Edward W Gray Jr., an attorney representing 
the plaintiffs suing the Chicago-based sorority, said 
Wednesday 

McKinzie denied what she called the lawsuit’s “mali- 


cious allegations,” saying they were “based on mischar- 
acterizations and fabrications ... not befitting our ideals 
of sisterhood, ethics and service,” according to a state- 
ment issued this week by the sorority 

The suit demands McKinzie be fired and return 
money to the sorority 

In the sorority statement, McKinzie took particular 
offense to the accusation that she commissioned a life- 
sized wax figure of herself that cost hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. She said the sorority’s board approved 
the money to “help defray overall expenses for our 2010 
convention.” 

She said a total of $45,000 was spent on a wax figure 
of her and the sorority’s first international president, 
the late Nellie Quander. McKinzie also said the expens- 
es were “consistent with furthering AKA’s mission” and 
did not violate any of the group’s bylaws.

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It’s Mann’s world 

Actress Leslie Mann takes on more roles, including in hubby Apatow’s films

In the three movies Judd Apatow has 
directed, his wife, Leslie Mann, has taken 
on progressively larger roles. 

In “Funny People,” opening Friday, he’s 
written an even bigger role, as the ex-wife 
of Adam Sandler’s character. 

“He’s growing up and learning more 
about women so he’s able to write better 
female parts,” Mann said in a recent inter- 
view, referring to her husband. 

Mann reconsidered that statement, 
amending that Apatow always has written 
good female roles, though he’s generally 
improved as a writer. There’s some sensitivity 
to the issue because the co-star of “Knocked 
Up,” Katherine Heigl, famously criticized 
the movie for being “a little sexist.” 

“I kind of don’t know what she was talk- 
ing about,” Mann said. “I’m an actress read- 
ing scripts and I’ve seen what’s out there 
and it’s slim pickings. Judd does write great 
female parts.” 

After several years concentrating on her 
family, Mann is taking on more work. 

Earlier this year she starred alongside 
Zac Efron and Matthew Perry in “17 Again.” 
She has a part in Robert Rodriguez’s family 
film “Shorts,” which comes out Aug. 7, and 
she co-stars in “I Love Tou Phillip Morris,” 
a Jim Carrey film due out in February 
She’ll soon begin shooting “What Was I 
Thinking?” with Elizabeth Banks.

“I have more time now. Nap times are 
over and my kids are bigger,” says Mann, 
whose daughters Maude, 11, and Iris, 6, play 
small roles in “Knocked Up” and “Funny 
People.” “My priority is my family” 

Even in relatively small parts, Mann has 
made an impression with audiences, show- 
ing a particular talent for characters whose 
moods fluctuate greatly— and comically In 
movies predominantly populated by imma- 
ture men, Mann’s characters hold their 


own, whether berating 
a superficial nightclub 
bouncer or dressing down 
a cheating husband. 

But Mann, 37, still 
says she’s not a full-time 
actress again, but is choosing parts here 
and there. 

Mann and Apatow met when she audi- 
tioned for 1996’s “The Cable Guy,” which 
Apatow produced. They married in 1998. In 
the years after, Mann began to give up mov- 
ies— her earlier credits include “George of 
the Jungle” and “Big Daddy”— for raising a 
family 

“She’s just beginning to show people 
what she’s capable of,” Apatow says. “She 
made a gigantic sacrifice to our family to be 
around during all their formative years. 

“She’s viciously funny and funny in a very 
strange way She’s just a total original.” 

Apatow expects to take a break and 
only produce a handful of films following 
“Funny People,” which might mean he’ll 
increasingly find himself following his wife 
on movie sets— a prospect he’s relishing. 

He just has one issue. 

“I don’t appreciate her kissing Zac 
Efron— I can live without that,” he says. 
“But I thought the movie was great. See, 
Leslie is such a good actress, she can even 
look like she’s in love with an incredibly 
handsome 21-year-old man.”

Superstar comedian George Simmons (Adam Sandler) 
is ashamed of making crappy movies like “My Best 
Friend is a Robot” and still misses his now-married ex 
(Leslie Mann, great in an underwritten role). George 
gains perspective when he’s diagnosed with a likely ter- 
minal form of leukemia, prompting the funnyman to 
hire aspiring comic Ira (Seth Rogen) as his joke-writer 
and personal assistant. 

The buzz: Rest assured, Judd Apatow fans, that just 
because the writer-director’s latest confronts the 
“d-word” doesn’t mean “Funny People” has fewer 
penis-related jokes than usual. (There actually are 
more than ever, littered throughout the 146 -minute 
movie.) Apatow’s challenge with “Funny People” 
will be to prove— in moments demanding greater 
weight than anything in “The 40 Aear-Old Virgin” or 
“Knocked Up”— that he can do drama with the same 
sharp, original voice he brings to comedy. 


The verdict: Of course 
“Funny People” is funny; it 
wouldn’t be a Judd Apatow 
movie without actors who 
turn self-deprecation and 
casual insults into hilarious 
venom. 'Vet it doesn’t know 
what to do with George’s 
situation, particularly as 
his outlook improves, and 
turns Ira from a main char- 
acter into a sidekick with- 
out his own arc. Tiptoeing 
around softened explorations of mortality and infidel- 
ity Apatow shares his characters’ tendency to employ 
humor as a defense mechanism— which, in this case, 
feels like a filmmaker stretching his legs without actual- 
ly using them. The film asks to be seen as more than the 
sum of its laughs but can’t come up with anything more 


profound than “Don’t know what you got ’til it’s gone.” 

Did you know? In a brief cameo Eminem laments not 
being able to do everyday things like go to Chuck E. 
Cheese’s. If there’s anything tragic about celebrity, it’s 
the way it cuts into your Skee-Ball time.

Anyone with a Blu-ray disc player 
knows how easy it is to get a hi-def 
picture: Insert an HDMI cable in the 
player and connect to HDTV. 

Getting hi-def audio— Dolby True- 
HD or DTS-HD Master Audio, both 
the sonic equivalent to the soundtrack 
mixed by studio engineers— is easy 
only for those with the latest HDMI 
1.3 audio-video receivers. In this setup, 
the player transmits a digital bitstream 
over an HDMI cable to the receiver, 
which then decodes the signal. 

But there are other ways for own- 
ers of older surround-sound receiv- 
ers to enjoy the newest generation of 
soundtrack formats. 



FOR RECEIVERS WITH EARLIER 
VERSIONS OF HDMI: 

» Make sure your Blu-ray player has an 
onboard Dolby TrueHD (and, if possible, 
DTS-HD Master) decoder and a speaker 
configuration menu that sets volume 
levels and, most important, manages the 
bass output sent to your home theater’s 
subwoofer. 

» Run an HDMI cable from the Blu-ray 
player to the receiver, then another from 
the receiver to the HDTV (for the video).

The analog delivery should be equally 
indistinguishable. 

» Prices on HDM1 1.3 receivers that decode Dolby TrueHD and DTS- 
HD Master soundtracks via digital bitstream continue to drop. An 
example: Sherwood’s RD-7503, which retails for $440 but often 
sells for about $350.
